The great achievement of Sena- 


tor O'Mahoney's committee is that 
it has succeeded 
in defining the 


problem of recovery. If the coun- 
try, if Congress, and if the Presi- 
dent, would only fix in mind thc 
elementary and fundamental prop- 
osition that has now been demon- 
strated by thc testimony of Profes- 
sor Hanscn and Dr. Curric, there 
would be a lot more light and very 
much less heat in thc current con- 
troversies. 


In fact, a full understanding of

Papers Wrong in Pretending 
To Take Demagogues Seriously 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPEE 


Washington—Personal memo on the newspaper business: 
The chief reason that demagogues thrive is that the newspapers—and 


the radio—pretend to take them seriously. Not editorially perhaps, but in 
the news columns, which is what really counts. 


If you asked newspaper men here or elsewhere, what they really 


thought of this latest blast out of the Dies Investigat- 
ing committee, I suspect that most of them would say 
it was 90 per cent hogwash, played up out Of all pro- 
portion to its real importance. Any skilled newspa- 
perman, knowing nothing about the story, could 
read it in the newspapers and be certain that it was 
flimsy "headline" stuff. 


The offense of the newspapers is that making a 


fetish of "objectivity" they present this kind of dub- 
ious material exactly as if they actually took it seri- 
ously. I find in the latest editions of the Washington 
newspapers, several columns, played in the lead po- 
sition, with headlines giving it additional importance, 
the latest blast out of the Dies committee describing 
an "anti-Jew crusade.'* 


High up in the accounts in headline or in black- 


face type is the word that John D. M. Hamilton, Raymond Clapper 
chairman of the Republican national committee, is to be called before the 
Dies committee because, according to a witness, he "gave the names of 
Republian committeemen to participants in the (anti-Semetic) campaign." 


Every newspaper man in Washington knows that anybody, by writing 


to the Republican national committee, can obtain a printed list of the 
committee members. He can get the 
Democratic names by writing to 
Jim Farley. There Js no secret 
about that The lists are printed m 
the world Almanac, as John Hamil- 
ton pointed out when, for later edi- 
tions, he had an opportunity to set 
the matter in its proper perspective.

ANOTHER COMING STORM 


Herr Hitler wishes to revive in the 


minds of the people of central Europe 
thc Holy Roman Einpiic which, as has 
been truthfully said on many occasions, 
was neither holy nor Roman. 
Yet the 


revival of a form of government created 
a thousand years ago would at least be in 
competition with Mussolini who has re- 
vived the ancient Roman Empire that 
made no pretense whatever of being holy 
and was distinctly pagan. 


If Herr Hitler goes to the bother of 


recreating the Holy Roman Empire in 
central Europe he may wish to again ob- 
tain the territorial limits included within 
it. And if that thought flits across his 
mind, cold shadows may fall over north- 
ern Italy. At least Hitler could lay as 
much claim to a substantial part of Italy 
as he has to Bohemia and Moravia. While 
northern Italy fought to save itself from 
Teutonic domination in the days of the 
Holy Roman Empire the battle 
raged 


backward and forward over centuries and 
a substantial share of what is now Italy's 


, proudest and most wealthy provinces were 


ruled by German emperors. 


For the American's peace of mind we 


trust that Herr Hitler will let the ashes 
of the Holy Roman Empire lie where 
they are and where they have been for 
centuries. But if he is- stubborn in his 
purpose we must apain trot out the 
charts and maps and dig up the ancient 
histories else we will not be able to make 
a reliable abstract of northern Italy to 
determine how far Herr Hitler should be 
allowed to go before we land the marines. 


It isn't going to be an easy job be- 


. cause the Italians of those fcygone years 
were extremely stubborn defenders of 
their home. Often when they could not 
overcome the strength and power of the 
German legions they made friends with 
them, married them, and awaited a pro- 
pitious time for insurrection and 
the 


chance to throw off" the yoke. 


While it is true that in the year 962 


when Otto I was crowned Holy Roman 
Emperor the French and Germans had 
already created two more or less def- 
inite nations that were battling with each 
other for mastery, their wars have hard- 
ly been as steady and as bitter for so 
long a time as those between the Germans 
and the Italians. 


Above everything we must not lag be- 


hind the procession. Having made Alsace- 
Lorraine safe for France, because our ab- 
stract makers of twenty years ago willed 
that such be, we would be wise to pre- 
pare the abstracts between Germany and 
Italy long in advance of the coming con- 
flict

A 
process which was presumed to induce 
pneumonia brought life and safety in- 
stead, and the patient emerged in the 
process of shedding the scales of malig- 
nancy and death. 


Medicine has attracted throughout the 


generations in America hardy and intrep- 
id souls, persistent men, who, practical- 
ly without any financial assistance until 
recent years, have 
revolutionized the 


treatment of human ailments and brought 
startling extensions to our record of long- 
evity. 
Now, in addition, great fortunes 


like that of Rockefeller, for example, have 
been devoted to the stimulation of these 
efforts. And the records show the result. 


It so happened that New York released 


its data for dyphtheria, scarlet fever, and 
other ailments of childhood at the time the 
association met.

He listed as prejudices 
the arguments that the church was 
the enemy of civilization, that by 
opposing education vice was spread, 
and that nothing constructive had 
been done by thc church.

pire in 476.

liberty and democracy. But it was

FLYING MACHINES IN WAR 


I-BALLOONB 


Two Frenchmen made the first 


•uccessful balloon, and less than 


century later it helped France in 


war. The help came during the 
Franco-Prussian war, 69 years ago 


The 
Prussians 
had 
invaded 


France, and were laying siege to 
Paris. People were not able to leave 
the city in any common way, be- 
cause the enemy had soldiers all 
around it. With balloons, however, 
they were able to rise in the air 
and go over the heads of the Prus- 
sians. A few of them did so, and 
if there had been more balloons, 
the number of persons who left Par- 
is would have been larger. 


Balloon leaving Paris in Franco- 


Prttssian war. The French premier 
was aboard, and so escaped the 
Prussians. 


A more important use of the bal- 


loon in that war was to carry mes- 
sages out of Paris to other parts of 
France. Homing pigeons were tak- 
en on such trips. Later the pigeons 
were set free, and would fly back 
toward Paris, each with messages 
tied to its legs. 


The balloons did not save Pari>. 


but military experts saw ways in 
which flying machines of this" kind 
might help armies and navies in lat- 
er wars. 


In the World war. hundreds of 


balloons were sent into the air by 
both sides. The purpose was to 
learn the place of enemy batteries, 
warships and troops. 


The 
"sausage 
balloon" 
was 


brought into the World war by the 
Germans, and was copied by the 
Allies. Later a Frenchman invented 
a better kind, the "Caquot kite bal- 
loon." 


The Caquot kite balloon was able 


to stay in the air during mile-a- 
minute winds. The standard length 
came to be about 90 feet 


Rising from half a mile to a mile 


or more, a balloon of this kind is 
held in place by a strong cable 
which is fastened to the ground or 
to a war \-esseL Under it is a bas- 
ket, and the man or men in the bas- 
ket can telephone to those below. 
The telephone wire passes down in- 
side the cable. 


Balloons of this type have the, 


general name of "captive balloons." j 
Often they were shot down in the! 
World war, but before that hap- 
pened they were likely to give facts I 
of value about the other side. 


Men in baskets of captive bal- 


loons have parachutes. It is well for 
them if they leap in good time) 
when under attack by airplanes. If! 
they jump too late, they may be! 
tangled in falling balloon parts. 
• 


The captive balloon also played ! 


a part in guarding against subma-j 
rmes. With its help, a submarine1 
may be located when it cannot be! 
seen from the deck of a steamer or ' 
destroyer. When news of a nearbv 
submarine is telephoned 
down.
